Thank you so much, Angie, for raising the issue of AB199. It has been 3 years since it was 
passed and approved by the Legislature and signed by Governor Brown. Unfortunately, its 
implementation remains to be seen. The historical significance of Bataan remains unknown 
and with only a handful of veterans left, this seminal point in history is in danger of being 
forgotten. When President Franklin Roosevelt declared war against Japan after the 
bombing of Pearl Harbor, the ravages of war did not reach the continental United States. 

I nstead, the war was fought in the former colony of the Philippines where thousands of 
Filipino and American soldiers died. 

One of the goals of Bataan Legacy Historical Society is to enable the implementation of 
AB199 by making presentations in schools and organizations not only in California but 
across the country. 

I would like to take this opportunity to invite all of you to Bataan Legacy's next event, 70™ 
Anniversary of the Battle of Leyte Gulf and Stories from WWI I in the Philippines 
on Friday, October 24 at 6PM. The event will take place at the Philippine Consulate 
General office located at 447 Sutter St., Social Hall, San Francisco, CA 94108. Admission is 
Free. Enclosed are the press release and the flyer. Please let people know about this 
event. 

The Battle of Leyte Gulf, considered as the largest naval battle in history, took place 
between October 23 to 26, 1944. It marked the beginning of the liberation of the 
Philippines two and a half years after the fall of Bataan on April 9, 1942. It was also the 
beginning of a massive extermination of civilians by the I mperial J apanese Army 
culminating in the Battle for Manila. Manila, once called the Pearl of the Orient became the 
second most devastated city after Warsaw, Poland. By the end of the war, approximately 
one million civilians had perished. 

The Oct. 24 event will feature speakers from the U.S. Navy, as well as veterans and 
survivors of WWI I in the Philippines. Bataan Legacy will also be presented at California 
State Univ., Chico on Oct. 7, at UC Berkeley on Oct. 30, at University of Hawaii, Manoa on 
Dec. 5 and in other venues as well. This year, we had an exhibition and presentation at St. 
Mary's College High School in Berkeley. Please visit the Events page on our website to 
check out the different presentations.
